INTRODUCTION 


THE PURPOSE OF THE GUIDE is to assist employers in selecting jobs that 
are suitable for ex-service personnel, and to assist ex-service personnel in making 
the most efficient use of their Army training and experience when returning to 
civilian employment. 

The Guide will be generally useful as a dictionary of Army trades and employ- 
ments and particularly useful to Counsellors, Employment Officers and employers 
in suggesting suitable new or alternative kinds of work for the following ex-service 
personnel: 

(a) Those who prefer their Army specialties to their former civilian occupations. 

(b) Those without civilian occupation prior to enlistment. 

(c) Those whose former occupations and/or civilian counterpart of their Army 
training is over-crowded. 

(d) Those desiring better postwar jobs by utilizing the skills acquired under 
Army training together with the skills which they had achieved in civilian 
life. 

THE CONTENTS consist of individual studies of all the trades and major 
non-trade specialties found in the Canadian Army. The material in each study is 
arranged as follows: 

(a) The title and description of the Army trade or non-trade specialty, followed 

by 

(b) A list of civilian occupations related to such trade or non-trade specialty, 
followed by 

(c) Fields of work related to such trade or non-trade specialty. 


In describing each Army trade or specialty only the following elements have 
been considered: 

The work done. 

The materials used. 

The tools used. 

The machines and equipment used. 

The knowledge and skills required. 


Only the Army job is described, not the worker who performs it. The descrip- 
tion does not include those desirable physical, mental and emotional qualities dis- 
played by the ideal worker on the job. 


USE OF THE GUIDE must always be supplemental—in all proper counselling, 
guidance and placement work—to the careful, objective examination of each in- 
dividual’s education and experience, personal characteristics and circumstances. 
Used in this way, the Guzde will admirably serve the purpose for which it has been 
created, namely, to disclose for each Army trade or specialty a variety of civilian 
jobs which are related in their work elements to the Army job. 

It must always be remembered that job elements are more easily measured and 
defined than individual human qualities. The individual man or woman is exceed- 
ingly complex in skill, training and experience, motives and character. A standard- 
ized guide of this kind provides but one of the many ways by which an individual 
may be viewed and measured if his suitability for a particular type of work is to be 
accurately gauged. 


THE PROCEDURE set forth below will be most helpful in suggesting jobs 


or fields of work for a particular individual.

Ascertain from the soldier’s documents or from the man himself the particulars 
of: 

(a) Army training and employment. 

(b) Civilian education, occupation and experience. 

(c) Work preferences. 

(d) Other personal circumstances, abilities and characteristics. 


Read carefully in the Guide the description of the Army trade or specialty and 
check against it the individual’s actual experience and Army trade Group 
in that work. 


In this respect note the following: 


(a)Army trade Groups are three in number and represent the following levels 
of skill: 


Group C—apprentice or helper level, 
Group B—improver level, 
Group A—journeyman level. 


(b) Where the description of a trade or specialty combines the three Groups 
without distinction it is because the work elements are common throughout 
and the variation or distinction is one of degree of skill or measure of 
responsibility. 

(c) Where Groups are separately described an individual qualified in the higher 
will also have qualified in the lower; hence the description of the lower 
trade Groups should be read in conjunction with the higher trade Groups. 

(d) On occasion an individual will claim qualifications in a trade the title of 
which is obsolete; such are listed and cross-referenced at the end of the 
volume. 


Refer next to the list of civilian occupations related to the Army trade des- 
cribed to find possible civilian occupations suitable for the particular individ- 
ual. 


Concerning these note: 


(a) These job titles are contained in the U.S. Dictionary of Occupational 
Titles, Part I (Definition of Titles) to which reference may be made for 
definitions. Canadian occupational terminology is similar to that used in 
the United States but where there is a difference the Guide includes the 
Canadian term in italics. 

(b) The industrial field in which the occupation exists is shown in brackets 
after the title. “‘Any Industry” indicates existence of the job in several 
industrial fields. 

(c) Code numbers shown to the right of each job title are those used in the 
Dictionary of Occupational Titles, Part II (Group Arrangement of Occupa- 
tional Titles and Codes). Reference to this volume under such code number 
will indicate other closely allied jobs. 

(d) These related civilian occupations are in three grades: 

(i) Those requiring no additional training or brief on-the-job training 
varying from one day to a month. 

(ii) Those requiring additional training in special techniques along the 
lines indicated. 


(iii) Those requiring considerable additional training along the lines 
indicated. 


(e) The list of related civilian occupations is not exhaustive. The aim has 
been to set forth a reasonable number of commonly related occupations.

IV For further information concerning less closely related civilian occupations 
refer to the related fields of work shown at the end of each study. The titles and 
codes noted here enable reference to be made to the Dictionary of Occupational 
Titles, Part IV (Entry Occupational Classification) in which will be found a 
further list of jobs which, though not so closely related to the Army trade as the 
civilian occupations listed in the Guide, have much in common with it and 
belong to the same broad field of occupational activity. 


This Entry Occupational Classification will also be of help in matching 
Army trades and pre-war civilian experience to fields of work in which all skills 
acquired may be used.

In addition to duties of Accountant (Signals) (Group C), devises, or ex- 
ecutes previously devised, accounting ‘systems covering military transactions: 
handles issue, receipt, certificate, transfer and expense vouchers and packing notes 
and shipping bills; adjusts discrepancies; examines and audits ledger entries; audits 
and keeps general record systems; prepares balance sheets; analyzes and verifies 
military finance records to ensure that there is no error or fraud in the entry. 

Must have a detailed knowledge of the publications dealing with stores and 
equipment used in his work in Signals. The Accountant (Signals) (Group A) 
must possess a thorough knowledge of annual estimates, audit observations, and 
ration and clothing ledgers.

Examines ammunition for serviceability: opens boxes and containers; examines 
ammunition for cracks, splits, dents, corrosion and exudation; segregates defective 
stores or stores due for proofing; repairs ammunition where possible by replacing 
defective components; scrapes, repaints and greases ammunition cases; piles stores 
in magazine; takes storage temperature daily; demolishes unserviceable and danger- 
ous stores; carries out periodic proofs by firing, burning, or detonating; makes heat 
tests on propellants and gelignites; compiles reports on storage, defects, and proof; 
supervises work parties in magazine area; advises on maintenance and handling of 
chemical warfare weapons. 

Must know principles of correct storage of ammunition. Must understand 
handling and maintenance of chemical warfare weapons. Must know official pub- 
lications relating to ammunition.

perators, sights, elevating, traversing and brake gears, pumps and hydraulic jacks; 
replaces worn or damaged parts; supervises the reassembly of unit and the required 
machining, filing and scraping of parts as is required to secure correct clearance and 
tolerance; uses metalworking hand tools, and standard machine tools such as drills, 
grinders, lathes, millers and drill presses. May repair other types of equipment 
such as flame throwers, field cookers and machine tools. 

Must be at least 21 years of age. Must have had a minimum of two years 
secondary school education and have a good general technical knowledge. Must be 
a superior Fitter. Must have successfully completed a course at Military College 
of Science in England or its equivalent in Canada. 

Will have held the rank of Staff Sergeant or Warrant Officer.

ARMAMENT ARTIFICER (ELECTRICAL) 
(ARMY TRADE GROUP A) 


Supervises the inspection, installation, repair, maintenance and reconditioning 
of all electrical equirment except radio and wireless: organizes and directs the 
serving of vehicle and workshop electrical equipment such as lighting and ignition 
systems, generators, batteries, motors, chargers, accumulators and circuit breakers; 
instructs and directs subordinates in light machine shop jobs involving the use of 
electrician’s standard tools and machine shop equipment. 

Must be at least 21 years of age. Must have had a minimum of two years 
secondary school education and have a good general technical knowledge. Must 
have extensive knowledge of problems of maintenance and repair of electrical equip- 
ment and components. Must be a superior Electrician (Vehicle and Plant). Must 
have successfully completed a course at Military College of Science in England or 
its equivalent in Canada.
